DISEASES OF ANIMALS ACTS. 


TO THE SECRETARY, DEPARTMENT OE AGRICULTURE 
AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report of Proceedings under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts for the year 1915. 

I. LEGISLATION. 

Thirteen Orders under the Diseases of Animals Acts were issued by 
the Department in 1915. Seven of these had relation to Sheep Dipping, 
three to the importation of sheep from Scotland, one to the importation 
of hay and straw from Great Britain, one to Bovine Tuberculosis, and 
one made provision for still further accelerating procedure in dealing 
with Foot and Mouth Disease should there be any re-appearance of this 
malady in Ireland. 

II. DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

The list of diseases liable to be dealt with under the Acts in Ireland 
was contracted slightly during the year by the Order relating to Bovine 
Tuberculosis being suspended (as from 1st September) with the excep- 
tion of one of its minor provisions prohibiting the exportation of affected 
animals. * 

A general survey of the situation in 1915 with regard to outbreaks of 
the diseases scheduled under the Diseases of Animals Acts brings clearly 
into view the fact that Ireland’s ordinarily high degree of freedom from 
the more serious animal plagues has been well re-established. Foot and 
Mouth Disease, which figured prominently in the disease statistics of 
1914, is, happily, conspicuous by its absence in the statistics for 1915. 
An increase as compared with 1914 in the prevalence of swine fever is 
balanced by a decrease in the recorded number of outbreaks of sheep 
scab. Neither swine nor sheep were affected by any scheduled disease 
other than swine fever in the one case and sheep scab in the other. 
Amongst cattle the only malady dealt with — apart from Tuberculosis — 
was Anthrax, 3 outbreaks of which occurred in 1915 as compared with 
one in 1914; whilst, among equines, Glanders Was confined to a single 
case and Parasitic Mange remained at the low level to which it was again 
reduced in the preceding year. The figures with regard to Bovine 
Tuberculosis do not allow of a proper comparison owing to the suspension 
in 1915 of the Order relating to the disease. 

Although Ireland was, as has been mentioned, totally exempt from 
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diseases oe animals.

Ireland any 7 dealers, drovers or other persons deemed likely to have been 
in contact with animals in Great Britain were required to submit to dis- 
infection on landing from incoming vessels. No extension of the disease 
to Ireland occurred. There was, however, during the period, one incident 
to wMch reference may be made as illustrating the sudden ^ difficulties 
liable to arise in the way of the live stock traffic at such tin e . 

On the afternoon of 30th November the Department were, apprised by 
telegram that lesions giving ground for suspicion of loot . and Jta 
Disease were present in a young bull m the landing place ioi 
animals at Fishguard. This bull had arrived that day with otliei cattle 
Bom Cork and the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries had 
detained all the animals then in the Fishguard landing place and also 
certain animals at Birkenhead which had likewise arrived from 
Cork. Any additional-landing of Irish amnia s at Fishguard was at the 
same time temporarily disallowed. Meanwhile, at the invitation of the 
Board, one of the Department's Veterinary Officers had been despatched 
to Fishguard to see the suspected animal. Inquiries directed to loeatu „ 
the farm in Ireland from whence this animal had come were also con- 
currently set on foot by the Department. These enquiries weie 
promptly carried through and resulted in all. the remaining animals on 
the place being found healthy. At Fishguard the suspected bull was 
subjected to exhaustive examination by the Board s \ etennaiy Office 
in conjunction with the Department’s Inspector who had proceeded 
there and eventually the conclusion come to as a result ot such 
examination and of the enquiries made m Ireland was that tlie case was 
not one of Foot and Mouth Disease. The Board thereupon released 
the stock that had been under detention at Fishguard and Birkenhead 
and re-opened the Fishguard landing place. The situation was thus 
cleared up— so far as the Board were concerned—' within two days, but 
notwithstanding this satisfactory issue of the matter there was one 
county local authority in Great Britain who insisted on taking steps to 
exclude Irish animals from their district and maintained these unneces- 
sary restrictions for nearly three months subsequently. 


Reference has been made earlier in this report to a new general Order 
issued by the Department in 1915 with regard, to Foot and Mouth Dis- 
ease. It may here be explained that this Order is so framed 
as to facilitate the prompt application of restrictions on animal 
movement within any area that it may be decided to schedule on the 
occurrence of an outbreak. 
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During tlie eight months of 1915 in which the Orders allowing Local 
Authorities to slaughter cattle affected with Tuberculosis continued in 
operation Bovine Tuberculosis was reported as 
bovine existing on 1,168 premises in 1,206 animals. Of 

tuberculosis. these 1,127 were slaughtered by order of the 

Local Authority and 79 died. In 77 cases the 
disease existed in the form of tuberculosis of the udder ; in the remain- 
ing cases the animals suffered from tuberculous emaciation or were other- 
wise affected. 

The further experience gained in dealing with the disease has con- 
firmed the opinion formed at an earlier. stage that certain forms of tuber- 
culosis amongst cattle in Ireland may not be so widely prevalent as at 
first supposed. 

The decision come to during the year to suspend the slaughter of 
cattle affected with this disease was due to the necessity for retrench- 
ment in matters of public expenditure. Administration of the provisions 
of the Order necessarily imposed on local rates a rather heavy burden, 
from which, in the circumstances arising from the war, it was obviously 
desirable relief should be afforded. 

Three outbreaks of Anthrax were recorded in Ireland during the year 
under review. One, which occurred in County 
anthrax. Antrim, involved the death of 5 head of cattle. 

The two others occurred, respectively, in County 
Meath and Queen's County, only one animal dying in each case. In all 
the cases death rapidly supervened on the attack before the outbreaks 
came under official notice. Inquiries failed to discover the origin of the 
infection in any of the cases, but the application of the usual precau- 
tions was successful in each instance in suppressing the outbreak. 

Sheep Scab continued during 1915 to demand, and to receive, special 
attention. The total number of outbreaks re- 
sheep scab. corded for the twelve months was 410, or 64 
outbreaks less than in the preceding year — a figure 
which might be regarded as indicating appreciable, advance in the direc- 
tion of the suppression of the disease if it could be assumed that there 
were, besides, no hidden or unreported outbreaks. Unfortunately, such 
an assumption would not be well-founded. Throughout the year, both at 
British and Irish Ports, cases of the disease in Irish sheep continued to 
be detected, and not infrequently subsequent enquiries failed definitely 
to trace back the affected animals to the places of outbreak. It is dear, 
therefore, that the extent of prevalence of the disease cannot be accu- 
rately measured by the known outbreaks. There must, in addition, be 
many instances in which owners attempt to conceal instead of reporting 
the occurrence of the disease amongst their flocks. So long as such a 
tendency obtains the chances of infection being disseminated will 
obviously be multiplied, and against this widespread danger the most 
practical remedy appears to be the development and enforcement of sheep 
dipping generally. It is along these lines that the efforts for combating 
the disease are now mainly concentrated. The special steps taken for 
the purpose in I9J5 included (i) the definite adoption — in the Sheep

Dinning (Ireland) Order of 1915— of the requirement (first promulgated 
, ^ nrnriK- in flip v)receclin°' year) of a double, instead of single, dipping 

in the Autumn Period, over- and above 
the usual Summer Dipping ; (ii) the issue, on the recommendation of the 
Council of Agiculture, of a further Order (coming into force m 1916) 
renuiring all Local Authorities to exercise the power which they had pie- 
viously the option of exercising, of appointing Dipping 'Inspectors 5 to see 
thnt the nrocess is properly carried out in their respective distncts, and 
Limerick with the prohibition of any movement of sheep out of such dis- 
tricts until the requirements in question had been reported to be com- 
plied with. 

On the whole the dipping record for the year showed improvement as 
compared with the preceding year, the figures being—

The figures relating to Swine Fever (Appendix 4, Table 6) show an 
increase of 60 in the number of outbreaks in 1915 as compared with 191 . 

Of the 253 outbreaks which occurred throughout 
SWINE fever. the country nearly 60 per cent, occurred m the 

County and City of Dublin, a district which has 
Iona had unfavourable prominence as regards the incidence of this dis- 
ease The total of 148 outbreaks w'thm the borders of the County durmg 
the year is greater than last year by 24, a figure which represents also 
the total increase of outbreaks m the province ot Lemster^ - A slight - 
crease in Munster and a slight decrease in Connaught aie to be noted, but 
perhaps the most striking feature of the statistics is the remidescence o 
the disease in the North of Ireland, particularly in the Cities ot Belfast 
and Londonderry where, for some years past, outbreaks have been few 
and far between. The somewhat serious relapse m the position ot these 
cities and the rather unfavourable turn which the operations against 
Swine Fever have taken generally during, the year, are probably due in 
a o-reat measure to the circumstance that it was necessary to relax the 
stringency of the official methods of dealing with the disease owmg to 
the shortage of staff occasioned by the demands of the Army fajeto- 
narv Surgeons. There is no reason to suppose that, with the stall at its 
normal strength, the methods which in former years kept the disease 
within comparatively narrow bounds would have been less successful m 
1915 The complete eradication of Swine Fever by such methods alone 
can hardly be hoped for, but it would be hasty to assume from the ex- 
nerience of 1915 that these methods are insufficient to check and control 
the disease in ordinary conditions; and it may, with reason, be hoped 
that when a fuller staff can again be made available for dealing with the 
disease a more favourable situation with regard to it will ensue. There 
is further the expectation that when normal conditions are restored it will 
be possible to make some advance, as has been done already m Great 
Britain towards introducing serum treatment as a means of combating 
the disease in Ireland. Plans for this and kindred purposes have been 
maturing for some time, and were indeed before the war m so forward a 
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state as to allow of the acquirement of a suitable property for the estab- 
lishment of the necessary laboratory. The requisite building work for 
erection of the laboratory has, however, been postponed, and cannot now 
be taken in hand until the War is over. 

Glanders, which was altogether absent from Ireland in 1914, appeared 
in one county in 1915. The malady was confined to a single outbreak 
in connection with which three diseased horses 
glanders. were slaughtered. Only five outbreaks of the 
disease have occurred in this country during the 
past eight years, the period during which the importation of horses, asses 
and mules has been regulated. In this connection it may be mentioned 
that in 1915 some pressure was exercised by members of the public with 
a view of inducing the Department to sanction the importation to Ire- 
land for breeding purposes of mares wounded or otherwise unserviceable 
and returned from the seat of war on the Continent. The Department 
were unable, however, to agree to this course. The conclusion to which 
they came, after careful consideration of the matter, was that it would 
be unwise, for the sake of the comparatively trivial benefit that might 
accrue from such importations, to run the serious risk of having disease 
introduced by the returned animals, as happened previously, with re- 
grettable consequences, following the South African War. 

In 1915, as in 1914, 74 outbreaks of Parasitic Mange were recorded, 
but the number of animals attacked was 27 less 

parasitic mange, in the later year. In both years more than half the • 
outbreaks occurred in the City of Dublin where, 
however, there was considerable improvement as compared with 1913. 

III. EXPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

The statistics relating to the export of cattle, sheep, and swine contain 
no feature of exceptional interest. As compared with the preceding 
year the export of cattle declined about 10 per cent., but 1914 was not, 
in any sense, a standard year, and the volume of shipments m 1915 must 
be counted good in all the circumstances, especially when it is remem- 
bered that the outward flow of stock was affected adversely from time to 
time during the year by irregular sailings owing to war conditions, and 
also that restrictions on the shipment of springer cattle and sucking 
calves came into effect towards the close of the year under the Main- 
tenance of Live Stock Act. 

The export of sheep also decreased in 1915 in a somewhat similar 
ratio to that of cattle, but in any case a tendency to decline has obtained 
in connection with the sheep export trade for some years past. On the 
other hand, the export trade in swine, which had exhibited an inclination 
to decrease annually, compared favourably in 1915 with the trade in the 
preceding year. The following are the total export figures for 1914 and 
1915 in regard to the three classes of stock mentioned :

1914 95,328 Cattle; 538,989 Sheep; 147,924 Swine. 

1915 ... 841,587 Cattle; 489,657 Sheep; 179,058 Swine. 
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The figures representing the export of horses do not include horses for 
military purposes, the property of H.M. Government and may be re- 
garded as indicating the ordinary trade only. As might be anticipated 
therefore a further considerable decrease in the traffic is to be noted m 
1915 the second year in which the official figures regarding horse expor- 
tation have been affected by the war. During the twelve months only 
17,818 horses are shown to have been exported as compared with 30,910 
in the previous year. 

TV. IMPORTS OP ANIMALS. 

With one slight exception, the statistics as regards importations of 
animals indicate an increase in 1915 as compared with the preceding 
year Imports of cattle (practically all high-class breeding animals) 
expanded from 310 in 1914 to 461 in the year under review. .Sheep 
importations also increased from 16,815 to 18,702 and importations of 
horses from 4,344 to 5,170. This latter feature is probably to be ac- 
counted for by an exceptional briskness of demand here owing to the 
home supply of horses having been so freely drawn upon previously to 
meet military requirements. Swine importations are always mconsidei- 
able in volume. They decreased to 33 head in 1915 from 46 m the pre- 
ceding year. 

V. MAINTENANCE OP LIVE STOCK. 

The Department’s powers under the War emergency measures 
designed to prevent depletion of the country’s stock of breeding annua- s 
are exercised through the Veterinary Branch. The first of these mea- 
sures, entitled the Slaughter of Animals Act, 1914, authorised the regula- 
tion and restriction, either generally or in a particular area, of the 
slaughter of animals used for human food. This Act has been super- 
seded by the Maintenance of Live Stock Act, 191a, which confers wider 
powers, of a temporary nature, for securing the maintenance of a suffi- 
cient stock of cattle, sheep and swine. Under the latter Act it is per- 
missible, amongst other things, not only to restrict but to prohibit 
slaughter of animals of the kinds above-mentioned except male lambs, 
and also to prohibit or restrict the movement of such animals out or any 
area in which their slaughter is prohibited.. 

The action taken by the Department in 1915 in pursuance of these 
statutes included (a) the issue, under the first-mentioned Act, of an 
Order, applying to all Ireland, forbidding the slaughter of any animal 
visibly or obviously in-calf or in-pig and also the slaughter of any ca 
Under twelve weeks old (except male calves of certain dairy breeds), and 
(5) the issue, under the later Act, of other Orders superseding the pre- 
vious Order and containing prohibitions against both slaughter and ex- 
portation in the case of animals visibly or obviously in-calf or m-pig. and 
also of sucking calves, with the exception, as regards slaughter, of male 
calves of certain dairy breeds. The Orders, it may be added, allow of 
exemption from the prohibitions therein being granted m exceptional 
cases where, in the judgment of the Department, the circumstances 
warrant such a course. The effect of the Orders has been beneficial. 
In particular, by preventing the exportation of Springer cattle, 
which cannot now be shipped until they have become calved cows, the 
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Orders have secured the retention of tile offspring in Ireland and a cor- 
responding increase in the home supply of calves. This is a considera- 
tion of no little importance from the point of view of the country’s future 
needs in regard to an adequate stock of grown cattle. In this connection 
it may be stated that it is only in few instances, and never except on 
grounds of a really satisfactory kind, that the Department entertain 
applications for special exemptions admitting of the shipment of in-calf- 
animals. In the four months in 1915 subsequent to the coming in force 
of the prohibition Order the number of animals shipped under exemptions 
of the kind was 17 only. 


VI. TRANSIT OP ANIMALS. 

The work of enforcing the regulations for protecting animals from 
unnecessary suffering during transit, and for securing the proper cleans- 
ing and disinfection of vessels, vehicles, etc., used in such transit, pro- 
ceeded on the -customary lines throughout 1915. Owing to continued 
good prices and a steady demand for live stock the animal traffic, 
although not equal to that of the preceding year, attained considerable 
volume both as regards carriage of stock over the railways in Ireland and 
their shipment for exportation to Great Britain. It was suitable there- 
fore that attention should constantly be paid to the efficient working of 
the transit regulations, and there is satisfaction in noting that, notwith- 
standing the vigilance exercised, the causes of complaint coming under 
notice were, on the whole, few and of slight importance. 

In the course of their duties the Transit Inspectors attended 285 fairs 
during the year and closely inspected the animal transit arrangements at 
305 railway stations in connection with those fairs. They also inspected 
281 stations on occasions other than fair days. In addition they paid 
268 visits to premises used as lairs for animals, besides making other 
special inspections and carrying out various enquiries. 

At the various Ports in Ireland the Department’s staff of Veterinary 
Inspectors and Ship Inspectors maintained stringent supervision with 
the object of securing proper treatment both of animals arriving for 
exportation and of those passing inwards through the Ports. The work 
of the staff in this respect was as fruitful and effective as usual. There 
is, however, one matter in connection with the arrangements regarding 
cattle awaiting exportation that cannot be said to be bn a- satisfactory 
footing as yet at some of the Ports. Many of the inspection yards con- 
tinue to be unprovided with means of securing that the hay supplied for 
the feeding of animals during the two hours they are detained in the 
yards shall be properly available for the animals’ consumption, with the 
result that the hay ration is liable to be largely trampled under foot and 
wasted. It is inevitable that conditions of this nature, so long as they 
obtain, should be a recurring source of complaint. The provision of 
suitable hay racks in those yards is the only remedy, and this Tact has 
been strongly urged by the Department on carrying companies and others 
concerned. 

As indicating the extent of the work of the Portal Veterinary Inspec- 
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tors it may Ke mentioned that during 1915 they carefully examined, for 
shipment, 841,587 cattle, 489,657 sheep, 179,058 swine, and 1,703 gnats, 
and issued 50,948 certificates of health in respect of these animals. They 
also closely examined some 19,000 incoming animals before allowing 
them to be' landed in this country. In connection with the examinations 
of animals brought for shipment, it was found needful to withhold cer- 
tificates of health as regards 122 cattle coming within the terms of the 
Tuberculosis (Ireland) Order and also, on 59 occasions, as regards sheep 
affected with Sheep Scab. In addition, the Inspectors found that 398 
Other animals were not in a fit condition to undergo the sea voyage 
without unnecessary suffering, and disallowed the shipment of these 

animals for the time being. . , 

i Aiter-sunset inspections with the aid of the electric light were a 
prominent feature- of the veterinary inspection work at the ports m IJlo. 
The number of animals examined in this way during the year was 
190,941 as compared with 153,368 in 1914, an increase of 37,573 head. 


Casualties to stock during sea transit were, on the whole, rather light 
during 1915. Out of over one million five hundred thousand head 
shipped, only a little over a thousand (comprising 714 cattle, 129 sheep, 
194 swine and 9 horses) were killed or injured. This is not a serious total 
considering the weather risks that have to be confronted in the course of 
the year. 


VII. WORK OF DIAGNOSIS LABORATORY. 

There do not appear to have been any features calling for special com- 
ment in connection with the work of the Diagnosis Laboratory during 
1915, but details as to the classification of the cases investigated or other- 
wise’ dealt with by the Laboratory in this period are set forth in the
